Austro-German troops were driven
from two villages along the Zbrucz
River, south of Skala, today's official,
report asserted, announcing a new Rus-
sian offensive in that region.

“Czernowitz and also three other vil-
lages were occupied by the enemy,” the
War Office declared. “In the Carpath-
ians we are retiring to the east for
moral reasons, some of our units not
yet making the necessary resistance.”

GEXNEVA, Aug. 4

Austro-German operatlons on the southern
sector of the eastern front are taking the
form of ‘a encireling movement in
an effort to eut off the Russo-Nlumanian
armies In northern Rumanin.

Advices from Vienna and Berlin today
stated that the demorallgation in the Rus-
sjan army Is growing and that the Uermans
and Austro-Hungarians are advancing all
along the line.
